Andrews and Thomas R. l^ewis. 
It was filed after the commis­ 
sioners last week announced they 
were considering such a petitioh 
because of the grand jury's criti­ 
cism of fire safety m easures at 
the home. 
At Court Disposal 
The report was returned by the 
grand jury Nov. 12 after its in­ 
spection of the county buildings. 
The jurors were then excused af­ 
ter a week of criminal present­ 
ments and inspecting the build­ 
ings. The grand jury remains in­ 
tact an entire month, however, 
and is at the disposal of the court. 
The commissioners took excep­ 
tion to the portion of the report 
which read: "Neshaminy Manor: 
Fire hose antiquated, inspection 
of fire fighting equipment periodi­ 
cal. Men's building not inspected 
sinee F’ebruary, 1956. Women’s not 
inspected at all.” 
In their petition to have the 
jury recalled, the commissioners 
said all sodium and acid fire ex­ 
tinguishers at the county home 
were recharged and inspected by 
the Doylestown Fire Co. Oct. 18, 
1959. They said several carbon di­ 
oxide 
hand 
extinguishers 
were 
purchased for the Home in De­ 
cember, 1958 and "they were also 
recently examined and approved. 


Proper Maintenance 
"There is no justification for 
doubt or fear about the proper 
maintenance of fire fighting equip­ 
ment at the Neshaminy Manor 
Home,” the commissioners said. 
As a result of newspaper re­ 
ports of the grand jury report, 
the commissioners said, "persons 
resident at the Neshaminy Manor 
Home and members of their fam ­ 
ilies living elsewhere in Lower 
Bucks County and adjacent areas 
have expressed concern and anxie­ 
ty about the safety from fire 
hazards at the Home.”

Court for “ the earliest possible’ 
ruling on the act which created 
the Pennsylvania State Board of 
Motion Picture Control. 
The department filed a lengthy 
answer to suits filed earlier this 
month by William Goldman Thea­ 
tre*, Inc , Philadelphia, and the 
Pennsylvania A s s o c i a t i o n of 
Amusement Industries. 
The exhibitors said the law was 
unconstitutional on the grounds it 
deprived them of freedom of ex­ 
pression and communication, ol 
their liberty and property without 
due process of law, and that ii 
denied 
equal 
protection 
under 
taws. 
Review Films 
Miss Alpern said the new board 
consists of “qualified citizens to 
review films which have been 
publicly shown ..and 
it 
permits 
the exhibitor to request a re e x ­ 
amination of the film which has 
I teen disapproved." 
The attorney general explained 
that the act authorizes an appeal 
from the decision of the hoard to 
common pleas court, but conced­ 
ed it does prohibit the display of 
advertising of disapproved films.
